It Is more a mailer of Itnowins the 


"sr-crei" rather lhan. contrary lo the 
opinion of the average audience, un- 
usual obllil.v lh:it .wilt enable you lo 
spin a cloih on the end of a stick 
Just as you may have reen JuRplers— 
Japanese jucslers, perhaps—do in the 
'.heater. 


Obtain a heavy piece of cloth about 


IS ir.clies square. A table cover about 
thai size will do if you have one and 
can persuade molher to allow you to 
use It. 
For a few cents you may purchase 


at tho hardware shop a. dowel 'stick 
about two feet lonK, which will servo 
ns ihe spinning stick. 
In one end of 


ir hammer a brad, allowing It to pro- 
ject about ihrec-sixtccnth of an inch. 
Cut off the head and flic, the wire to 
a point. 


Starting the Spin 


Mold the cloth up before you. with 


your left -hand, if you are 
rishi- 


iiaaded. Grosp It In the middle of the 
top edce. 
With the dowel stick in 


the risht hand, place (he point with 
Ihe brad in ihe lov.-er left-hand cor- 
ner of the cloth. 
Tho nail should 


penetrate, ihc cloih. See figure 1. 
. With a quick, upward twist to the 
left of the right wrist, start the-cloth 
to spinning. 
Relate the stick with a 


steady wrist .-novement. 


At first ihe cloih may swln£ Abound

Never allow the speed of the spin- 


ning slick to be less than ttiat of tha 
revolviiiR cloth. The stick, because ct 
the brad, is caught In the cloth, an'-l 
if the stick does not rotate with thfl 
cloth It will tancle. 


Another equally effective stunt that 


is often seen on the stage is the spin- 
ning of a hat ^on a stick. 


Use'a soft, round hat. Toss It Into 


Iho air before 'you. making it spin- 
As It descends catch the brim on th« 
sldai lightly with l-ho spinning stick 
and give the hat on easy upwar<l 
push.
